To all 
appearances, the bodies of the Imf@ians hed been 
buried long ages ago, all havimg been no doubt 
placed in the great grave at one time. Those 
recovered were found in a sitting posture and 
the bones found up to this time include those 
of. women and children as well as young braves 
and old warriors. In several of the skulls of the 
males are to be found flint arrowheads, deeply 
imbedded, which has lead to the conclusion that 
the interment must have followed a great slaugh- 
ter at the hands of an enemy, and that the burial 
was made by friendly hands. This latter deduca- 
tion is made from the fact that the bodies were 
given such painstaking protection from the wild 
animals of the mountains. None but friends 
would have filled the spaces between the bodies 
with ashes, placed broken stone vessels and jewels 
beside the bodies, covered the heads with heavy 
stones and latterly have at great expense of time 
and labor carried earth to complete the covering 
of ‘the entire mound, which has an outer measure- 
ment of one hundred by about forty feet. Al- 
though ashes occur with the bones, there was no 
funeral pyre, as none of the bones show the 
action of heat; and while many of the imple- 
ments show cunning -handiwork fs yet no imple- 
ment of metal nor anything of néetallic substance 
has been discovered. There are tools and im- 
plements of bone and stone and flint, showing 
that they have been worked upon and that they 
have also worked upon hard substances, but if

Ain Old:-time Stitch 


AGOTING isan old-fashioned open- 
work stitch which was much used in 
‘the days when fine stitchery was the 
rule and not the exception. 
Beautiful examples of it are seen 
in fancy work that has come to us from our 
grandmothers. 

The Sisters understand and teach it perfectly, 
but until recently it has not beenu to deco- 
rate wearing apparel. However its delicacy of 
appearance combined with its durability makes 
it worthy of consideration at the present 
time, when such an amount of fine handwork 
seems necessary on waists, collars, lingerie and 
baby clothes. ; 

Patience and unusually good i bag are not 
at all necessary, a5 the work can be done quite’ 
rapidly, and although it is open, no threads are 
drawn. 

- Asthename implies, the stitch consists of 
little fagots or bundles of threads of the mate- 


attractive in ascroll pattern, the openwork 
giving an added charm to a graceful curve. 

For hemming it has the effect of a double 
row of hemstitching, with the advantage that

While 
in silk embroidery there is a dash of gold. 

Those who do not feel equal to embroidering, 
can work in the brilliant colored effect with the 
new mercerized braids, or cotton braids may 
be used for cotton dresses and waists. 

These cotton braids may show a touch of 
colored cotton embroidery, and as these come 
in fast colors, the idea is very practical. 

A very pretty trimming may be made with 
rows of straight-edged braid about one half inch 
in width, working.a row of polka dots through 
the center of the braid. The dots should Se 
highly raised in order to give good effect. The 
white braid and white or colored dots makea 
charming decoration for a white or colored 
linen suit. White braid on which tiny black 
dots are worked will look well ona blue linen 
suit and give it much character. Tiny forget- 
me-nots may be utilized in the same manner as 
the polka dots, and even tiny roses and leaves 
are sometimes worked, but quitea knowledge 
ot embroidery is required to make the latter. 
A very good effect is obtained by using rings 
in groups through the braid center. Ordinary 
white cotton rings used in lacework for the 
cotton braid, and silk rings for the mohair or 
silk braids. If colored rings are. desired it is 
an easy matter to buttomhole once the cotton 
rings with silk or cotton. The ring centers_may 
be filled with French knots, and if this is done 
two shades of thread may be used, the darker 
shade appearing in the centers. 

Another pretty idea is to take three stitches 
straight across the braid (the stitches extending 
just over the edge of the braid) ,about one eighth 
of an inch apart, and then catch them together 
in the braid center witha cross-stitch or @ 
group of French knots. The effect is unusually 
good when gold or silk braids and colored 
working silks are used. Pleasing combinations 
are gold braid and blue and green silk; gold 
green and coral or gold; dull blue and

Flood, fire and tempest stagger humanity but for a 
moment, and ere the roaring of the tempest which left death 
and destruction in its wake, had died upon the ears of those it 
has scourged with its fury,-men are planning to build homes 
and cities greater, grander and better, than those Nature in her 
wrath has demolished. 

In the period of reconstruction, the thought of a com- 
mon good alone prevails, fellowship and brotherhood reign, 
and strife and wasteful competition are forgotten in those 
nobler impulses which ever stir the souls of men in the hour of 
calamity and disaster. 

But to glory in man’s pluck and determination, his 
courage, his energy and genius in the face of disaster, is poor com- 
fort to those who have lost their dear ones, their entire earthly 
possessions and through suffering and disease have been de- 
prived of health by flood or tempest. 

It is evident then that some determined effort must be 
made to prevent the terrible floods which are annually the 
cause of so much loss and suffering in the lower valley of the 
Mississippi, and which at rarer intervals, bring death, misery 
and disaster to other sections of the middle west. 

While the horror of this great catastrophe is still in the 
public mind, active steps should be taken to prevent a recurrence 
of this and similar terrible disasters, with their frightful toll of 
life and treasure. : 

At the time of writing it 4s estimated by Governor Cox 
that the damage in Ohio from the recent floods will be in the 
neighborhood of $300,000,000, asum sufficiently large to build 
the Panama Canal. 

In the time of war we do not stop to consider money, 
and the golden stream is poured out like water. Great floods 
are wars, wars with the elements, elements far more savage than 
any human foe-and more dangerous, because Nature: attacks 
without warning, and we have no weapon with which to suc- 
cessfully fight her onslaughts. 

But man can and will conquer Nature. He will triumph 


o’er and control the ruthless forces of. Nature which at 
present war ,apon him on this somewhat inhospitable 
planet. Even at the present moment man can outstrip the tem- 
pest, and from serener heights, gaze safely upon the warring 
clouds beneath him. 

Man is harnessing the forces of the cataracts and making 
them light his cities and carry him to and fro to his toil. In the 
old days when the storm clouds deluged the earth, luxuriant 
vegetation held back the rush of waters and the rivers were 
capable of draining the land without flooding it. We have de- 
stroyed the forests and the undergrowth that held back the 
rains, and the plow has driven its furrows clean to the river’s 
edge, thus rapidly draining the land. We have filled our rivers 
with the buttresses of mighty bridges, extended the walls of our 
factories, wharves, embankments and landing places well into 
the streams that once knew no obstruction, thus greatly im- 
peding the flow of the current. - 

We cannot wave a wand and bring back the forests 
and restore our water courses to the original conditions in 
which we found them, but we must preserve what forests we 
have and federal and state governments should take active 
measures to that end and to reforest the mountain slopes and 
sources of the streams. 

We must have an army of peace as well as an army 
of war. This army of peace with the assistance of those who 
have directed the construction of the Panama Canal, and the 
machinery used in that stupendous undertaking, can build 
great reservoir dams on the streams that feed the larger rivers 
to hold back the a of water in freshet time and store’ it 
for use when needed in drouth. This would prevent floods and 
turn to good account the waste water that is now so destruc- 
tive. This is better policy and more effective than raising or 
extending the levees. The present Congress should summon 
experts to a‘conference and a comprehensive plan should be 
worked out along the lines indicated above, and no question of 
economy should stand in the way of appropriating a sum of 
money sufficient to guarantee protection of life and property to 
all who livein the valleys of the Ohio and the Mississippi.

Will you let a lonesome -Missoum® girl come in for a 
little chat with you? We left Missouri» about eight 
months ago and came to California. 
pulled us about from one place to another, A few 
months were spent in Southern California, a few in 
Southern Oregon and Northern California. We have 
only been here a short time, and are at present on a 
fruit ranch where I can be out of doors a great deal. 

Apples, peaches, pears, grapes, apricots, and prunes 
are the chief fruits grown in this immediate vicinity. 
Alfalfa is also one of the chief crops. However, 
about twelve miles east one finds the orange and 
lemon groves extending into the foothills about thirty 
miles away. Great damage was done the orange and 
lemon crops this winter by the unusually intense cold. 
A great deal of fruit was frozen last winter but the 
freeze this winter was a much worse one. Two freezes 
in succession have ruined-a great many men who had 
invested their last penny in orange groves. This 
fact gives those who are willing to take the risk, a 
splendid chance to secure orange and lemon groves 
unreasonably cheap. A great many will take the risk 
because it really isn’t probable that there will be 
another freeze for years. However more people pre- 
fer investing in the more reliable non-tropical fruit 
ee since they have not been damaged by the 
reezes.

ous disease. With better ‘wages, sanitary homes 
and sanitary workshops, with more and better 
education—and education means giving to all the 
knowledge necessary to fight disease—shorter 
hours of employment, which means more rest, 
more exercise, and a chance to keep in the open 
air longer, consumption will eventually be wiped 
out, or practically so... The rich if attacked by 
consumption, can go away to a favorable climate, 
and fight it; the poor man must stay ‘right at 
home and die from it. Let me warn you all 
never to eat cracked or shelled nuts. These nuts 
are removed from: their shells by the wretched 
tenement dwellers of the east side of New York. 
These nuts are delivered by wholesale firms in 
large quantities to hundreds of families, living 
in the tenements, who eke out a wretched exist- 
ence by doing this work. The nuts are sent_to 
the tenements partly cracked by machinery. Be- 
fore the nut however can be remoyed, in thou- 
sands of cases further cracking is necessary, 
and so it is placed in a tenement dweller’s mouth, 
and as most of those who do this work are 
half starved, diseased and afflicted with consump- 
tion, you can imagine what sort of shape the nut 
is in, and how many deadly germs it carries 
after it has been saturated with tubercular saliva.

Get After the Bugs 


S soon as insects appear in the garden 

and orchard lose no time in getting 

after them. Remember there are two 

principal means of attack, depending 

upon the kind of insect. The beetle 

that chews and swallows its food 
can be poisoned, but the bug and the louse that 
suck the sap of plants cannot be controlled in 
this way. A few simple rules will suffice 
for effective control of most insects injurious to 
plants, though we do not even know the name of 
the insect. We don’t need to, we only need to 
know how it works. 

FIRST.—Examine the plants upon which in- 
sects appear in order to discover what the in- 
sects are doing. They may be laying eggs for a 
tiew brood. Look for these eggs, usually on the 
under side of the leaves. Pick them off and de- 
stroy them. Or, they may be eating the plant. 
If so, places will be foynd where leaves have 
been partially or wholly destroyed. Or they may 
be sucking the sap of the plant. If tiny lice 
are discovered you may be sure this is the case. 
If large bugs are seen and no evidence of chew- 
ing or eating is found you may be sure that the 
bugs are sucking the sap.

For Sucking Insects 


For sucking insects use a poison that kills by 
contact. Kerosene emulsion is very generally 
used for this purpose. Plant lice are easily con- 
trolled by spraying with a tobacco concoction of 
which there are several commercial brands now 
on the market. , 


A Word About Insect Powders 


There are a large number of commercial insect 

wders on the market. Nearly all of these have 

aris green or arsenate of lead as their base. 
Diluters and coloring matter are added for trade 
purposes but their real virtue lies in the arsenical 
poisons which they contain. 


Fighting Potato Enemies 


It has become second nature to every farmer 
and farm boy to do his best to keep down the 
potato beetles and their grubs on his potato 


patch. Paris + Rg solution is in common use 
and hand picking of larvae is still in vogue. 
Such work absolutely necessary ; but the mod- 


ern farmer must learn that it is just as necessary 
to fight leaf blight, early and late, if a good 
crop is to be had. It is taken for granted that 
every reader of this pase has learned that the 
seed potatoes should soaked in formaldehyde 
solution before pldnting; so that scab may be 
revented and every raiser of these tubers also 
cnows that land cropped year after year to pota- 
toes becomes foul and that new land will give 
best results. Few, comparatively, seem to under- 
stand that leaf blight can be successfully ey 
vented by use of Bordeaux Mixture. The late 
blight is also known as “rot fungus’’ and it is 
to be fought by spraying with the mixture just 
mentioned: Make the mixture of four pounds 
of blue vitriol (sulphate of copper) and four to 
4ive pounds of lime in 50 gallons of water.:Spray 
the plants with this mixture before any sign‘ of 
late blight a erg and repeat it at intervals 
of seven to 10 days until the crop is mature. This 
#oraying will mean an increase of one third to 
one half of the crop, compared to what would 
have been raised had no spraying been done. In 
many districts the spraying will have to be 
started about July 15 to 20. For early spray- 
ing, when plants are small about 50 gallons of 
aufitore will suffice for an acre; but for later 
spraying, when plants are large and filling the 
rows, 1 lions per acre will be needed. For 
the prevention of early Jeaf blight start spray- 
ing when the plants are six inches high, and 
repeat at intervals of two weeks. Paris green 
may be added to the Bordeaux Mixture so that 
both insects and blight are dealt with at the 
same operation. 


Making Bordeaux Mixture 


The ingredients are, copper sulphate, four 
pounds ; quicklime (not air slaked), four pounds; 
water to make 50 gallons. Dissolve the copper 
sulphate in about two gallons of hot water, con- 
tained in a wooden vessel, by stirring; or even 
better by suspending the sulphate contained 
in a cheese-cloth sack, in a large bucketful of 
cold “water. With the cheesecloth sack and 
cold water a longer time is needed. “Pour the 
sulphate solution into the barrel or tank used for 
spraying, and fill one third to one half full of 
water. Slake the lime by addition of a small 
quantity of water, and when slaked cover freely 
with water and stir. Pour the milk of lime 
thus made into the copper sulphate solution, 
straining it through a brass re strainer of 
about 30 meshes to the inch. Pour more water 
over the remaining lime, stir and pour into the 
other; repeat this operation until all the lime but 
stone lumps or sand is taken up in the milk of 
lime. Now add water to make 50 eater in the 
tank. After aa + agitation the mixture is 
sonay to apply. e mixture should be made 
f before using and any left over for a 
time should be thrown out, or fresh lime added.

For extensive spraying 
a long trough or box of uniform width may be 
used, = which to slake and keep the lime. The 
quicklime is weighed out according to the amount 
needec, immediately placed in the trough and 
slaked with a small quantity of water. The 
whole is evenly spread and covered as a putty 
with water to exclude air. This putty may be 
removed in calculated portions, placed in a 
tub and treated like the freshly slaked_ lime. 
By means of stock solution of tg so sulphate 
and the lime putty, much valuable time is saved 
in filling the barrels or tanks used in spraying.

Don’t 
syene your money for commercial Alfalfa cultures. 

any of these are worthless and none so good 
as inoculation with Alfalfa soil. When inoculat- 
ing with soil be sure to remember this point: 
Sunlight will kill Alfalfa germs. Spread on your 
soil and harrow it in immediately; otherwise 
your germs may be killed. 

Another easy method of inoculation is as fol- 
lows: Mix about ten per cent. of Alfalfa seed 
with your clover seed when you sow it: There 
are always a few Alfalfa germs in the soil; 
hence some of these Alfalfa plants will grow. 
The ee will multiply on these few plants and 
will become distributed through the-soil in this 
way. By following this practice for a few years 
you may soon have your Alfalfa fields inoculated. 

FourtTH: MANURE HEAVILY.—Alfalfa is a 
heavy feeder. It needs a rich soil to get a good 
start. Put on plenty of barnyard manure. 

FirtH : KILL THE Wreps.—Alfalfa when young 
is easily choked out by weeds. Weed seeds 
in the soil should be sprouted and killed. This 
may be done in the ng before sowing the Al- 
falfa by cultivating the Alfalfa ground Frequent. 
ly. Or Alfalfa. may be sowed on land that has 
been freed from weeds in the growing of cul- 
tivated crops that have been kept clean. It is 
very important that the young Alfalfa field be 
not planted on weedy ground. 

SixtH: Cur Berore BLOSSOMING.—Don’t wait 
for the Alfalfa to come into full bloom before 
cutting. It should be cut as soon as the first 
blossom appears. At this time it is shooting 
from little buds at the base of the stalk for the 
next crop. If you wait until the plants are 
in full bloom these new shoots will have grown 
so tall that both crops will be cut at the same 
time and the next crop spoiled in consequence. 

SEVENTH : Don’T PASTURE ALFALFA.—As a rule 
Alfalfa should not be pastured. In those regions 
like Kansas and South America where Alfalfa 
has become firmly established Alfalfa- makes the 
finest of pasture. The sheep and cattle of the 
Argentine are finished for the London market 
on Alfalfa pasture alone and the almost universal 
criticism on Argentine mutton is that it is too 
fat. Alfalfa pasture, then, is the best in the 
world for stock, but stock running on the new 
Alfalfa fields are not good for the Alfalfa. The

Care of Young Calves 


The “delicate age” of a calf is during the first 
four weeks of its life. The calf should be 
left with its mother and allowed to suck for the 
first two to four days. Afterward feed two to 
four pounds of dam’s milk three times a day. Of- 
fer grain and ay after feeding milk, when calf 
is two weeks old. A little nutritious feed at 
short intervals is a good rule in feeding young 
calves. Be sure to keep all milk vessels clean 
and the milk to be fed at blood heat. Feed

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regularly. Skim the foam from skim-milk be- 
fore offering it to calves. 

Between one month and six months is known 
as the “skim-milk age.’ The change to_skim- 
milk, from whole milk, should be made gradually. 
Feed seven to 10 pounds twice daily, and begin 
to feed silage leaves after the calf is six to eight 
weeks old. Increase grain mixture. Keep fresh 
water and salt accessible, it is also well to have 
a good quality of clover or Alfalfa hay before 
the calf. 

The third stage is termed “The oft neglected 
age,” which is from six to 12 months. uring 
this stage or age continue feeding skim-milk, if 
possible. Feed calf in barn regularly. Supply 
six to eight pounds of silage daily, with other 
ood roughage. Continue feeding grain ration. 
f there is nothing but old, short pasture long 
used by cattle, keep calves away from it; but 
they may use new grass. The old pasture will 
surely infest them with lung worms which cause 
cough and verminous bronchitis or pneumonia. 
This kills or stunts many calves. In Great Britain 
it is the common practice to keep calves off 
grass until they are one year old. Keep them 
steadily growing by supplying at all times plent 
of sound, palatable, digestible, nutritious feed. 
Feeding large quantities of dirty factory skim- 
milk at long intervals and from unclean vessels 
starts scours and is deadly to calves. 

“The breeding age” is from 15 to 20 months. 
Provide good pasture, shade 
and water. In winter feed eight to 10 pounds Al- 
falfa or clover hay, 12 to 16 pounds silage, and 
two to three pounds of grain mixture daily. A 
good mixture for growing calves is five parts 
rolled oats, three parts wheat bran, one part corn 
meal and one part oil meal. This advice is 
founded on experience gained at the Wisconsin 
agricultural experiment station and should be 
clipped out and saved by every reader who has 
calves to raise. 


Wire Kills Cows 


A Wisconsin dairyman has had an unfortu- 
nate experience which has taught him a valuable 
lesson that also should be remembered by other 
feeders ot cattle. He lad been using a_ wire 
brush to clean out the feed troughs after féeding 
his cows and found that the wires were getting 
loose, falling out and mie with the hay. Be- 
ing swallowed by the cattle they soon caused 
sickness, indicated by the following symptoms; 
loss of appetite, failure in flow of milk and blue 
color of milk yielded; lameness and groaning 
when walking; tendency to lie down most of the 
time. Two cows died and when opened wires 
were found lodged near the heart. In each case 
the wire had passed through the lungs and they 
were found black and inflamed. One cow died 
in three days; the other in six weeks. Chronic 
bloating and chronic cough in cows also may be 
dué to the presence of a foreign body, such as 
a wire, needle, pin or small nail lodged in heart, 
or wall of stomach. When grain bundles were 
bound with wire, before the introduction of 
binder twine, losses of cattle were common, from 
the cause suggested here; but the wire brush 
as a cause, is a new experience and one well 
worth remembering. ‘So far as es keep cows 
away from places where such things can be 
picked Me as they are great beasts for licking 
and swallowing foreign matters of different kinds. 


As to Shoeing 


In many districts of the corn belt farmers 
are opposed to having their horses*shod, as they 
claim. that they give just as good service with- 
out the help of the iron protection of the hoof. 
Be this as it may, there are more troubles due to 
shoeing in most districts than are found where 
horses go unshod; but this is not a good argu- 
ment for not shoeing horses in many places. 
Where the roads are constructed of good corn 
soil and the fields and pastures are of the same 
formation, shoes are unnecessary, unless for 
horses having brittle feet. Where the soil is full 
of stones or of a gravel formation and when the 
roads have been macademized or covered with 
gravel, it will be necessary to apply shoes, as 
otherwise the feet would wear down too fast and 
lameness would result.- In either circumstance, 
however, it is absolutely necessary to give due 
attention to the feet of all horse stock. The 
hoofs of growing colts should be frequently ex- 
amined and ‘“‘trued” by means of a rasp, but the 
knife should not be used on the sole, neither is 
it necessa to pare down the frogs—or bars. 
Nature will take care of the frog and is the 
best doctor of its condition. Where this work is 
not done at least once every two months during 
summer, when colts are ops grass, the feet are 
apt to overgrow and split and false gaits are 
learned by reason of unlevel feet and these habits 
of going are-difficult to overcome when the colt 
is ready for breaking and work. Thé commonest 
error in the growth of the colt’s foot is that the 
toes grow out too long and the quarters become’ 
correspondingly low and weak. Where this is al- 
lowed to go on, there is perpetuated a tendency 
to weak walls and when the animal is put to 
work a quarter crack is liable to appear. and 
cause no end of trouble. Keep the toes short on 
all unshod horses and leave the heels, frogs, and 
bars alone. Hoof ointments are quite unneces- 
sary in all ordinary cases, for Nature supplies 
her own varnish to retain the natural oil of the 
hoof.. When horses are artificially shod, however 
and the blacksmith persists in using. the rasp to 
make a foot fit a shoe that he has made too 
small, and when he will unnecessarily pare and 
burn the sole of the foot and rasp away the hoof

The shoe then should 
be made flat at first and fit the peculiarities of 
conformation of the unshod foot, even if it have 
flanges and angles which appear obnoxious to 
the blacksmith’s eyes. If this be done, the foot 
rll be very gradually reduced in size until 
after a few shoeings it is of normal shape, and 
this has been accomplished without causin

Tomato. Rot.—Please tell me what to spray my 
tomatoes with, The last two years I have not been 
able to raise any tomatoes. They grow and seem to 
do well until the tomatoes are nearly grown and then 
they rot.

A.—Potato blight or mildew also attacks the tomato. 
It is due to the fungus known as phytophora infestans. 
Wet weather induces the disease. praying with Bor- 
deaux mixture prevents the disease and is done only 
after rains have fallen on the vines. “Cover the fruit 
and yines at the same time and use the spray each 
time there is a shower.

MILDEW ON GOOSEBERRIES.—What should I do for 
my gooseberries? They seem to get moldy when the 
berries are pretty well grown. 

Mrs. S. G. S., Moxee, Wash. 

A.—Most parts of this country are much too hot 
and dry for successful gooseberry culture. The plant 
requires a cool, moist climate, such as that of Scotland 
where gooseberries succeed perfectly. If you are in 
such a climate, where the temperature does not great- 
ly exceed 60 degrees in summer and where there is 
plenty of moisture, the Downing gooseberry should 
succeed; but other varieties may mildew, and there is 
no cure or preventive. The plant needs shallow cul- 
ture throughout the season to form a surface mulch and 
so conserve moisture and some claim that a straw 
mulch tends to prevent mildew. We shall be glad to 
hear from any of our readers who have made a success 
of gooseberries and meanwhile our correspondent might 
address an inquiry on the subject to the horticulturist 
of the Washington experiment station at Pullman. A 
fine native wild gooseberry grows in great abundance 
in Maine near the coast and on the islands that 
fringe the Maine coast, and the cultivated gooseberry 
also thrives there under the influence of the cool ses 
air. ‘ ‘ 

PERCHERON HorRSES.—What is the color of pure bred 
Percheron horses? Is there more than one ‘breed of 
Percheron horses? Mr&. R. S., Beverly, Sask., Can. 

A.—tThere is only one breed of Percheron horses. 
The French Draft horse also comes from France and 
is not eligible to registry in the Percheron stud book 
of France, America or Canada. Most Percheron horses 
are either black or a shade of gray. They may be 
white, dapple gray, steel gray, or roan or bay. The 
two latter colors are comparatively rare and much 
more common among French Draft horses. The original 
color of the true.Percheron in France was gray. 


PLanT Licyu.—I would like to know how to Kill the 
small flies that bother the house-plants. What causes 
them? Mrs. S. E. -A., Adair, Iowa. 

A.—These little green insects are known as aphis 
or aphids. They do not go through the four changes 
characteristic of the higher types of insects. The 
two forms seen are the fly and the little green plant 
louse. The louse changes into the fly. To destroy 
them use soapy warm water; or cover the plants witb 
a tent of paper and smoke them with burning tobacco. 


GESTATION PERIOD OF Ewrs.—What is the period 
of gestation for ewes? My ewes were bred last 
November but have had no lambs as yet. 

S. L., Paris, Il. 

A.—Ewes go an average of 146 days, or thereabout, 
in lamb and so your ewes should have lambed before 
now. Some mistake may have been made in keeping 
the records; but the appearance of the ewes should 
show plainly whether lambs are to be expected. 


To Destroy MoLes.—How can I get rid of moles 
that destroy all root crops in my garden? 
: M. J., Comet, N. ©. 
A.—Special mole traps may be set in the runs 
so that the moles will be caught. Such traps may be 
had at any hardware store or can be ordered through 
the merchant or of a mail order house. At evening 
when the moles are working the disturbance of the 
earth may be watched for and the mole dug out quickly 
by means of a fork or spade. 


GoosSEBERRY WorMs.—What shall I use to kill the 
worms on my gooseberry bushes? They do not eat the 
berries but come when the leaves are small and eat 
all the leaves and take the strength of the bushes so 
that the berries never get large rr to ripen.

A.—The slugs or worms may be killed by spray- 
ing the bushes with a solution of Paris green or ar- 
senite of copper to which a little slaked lime has been 
added. White hellebore, dusted on the leaves when 
damp, may also prove effective. It is important to 
watch the bushes carefully so that the poisons may 
be used at once. If delayed in application the worms 
do so much damage that treatment will prove too late 
to be effectual. Paris green and arsenite of copper 
should not be applied when the berries are growing 
for fear of poisoning them, but the white hellebore 
may be applied at any time without danger as it is 
eon. washed from the berries and does not penetrate

An Old Subscriber.—Will you please tell me what is 
the matter with my chickens? Also give treatment. 
They are fat and look healthy, but they have large yel- 
low sores in the mouth and throat. After the sores 
appear, in about two days the chickens cannot swallow, 
although they try to eat. We feed them corn and Kaf- 
fir corn, and crushed oyster shells for grit. They have 
plenty of range and a large pond for watering. 

A.—The birds are suffering from canker. It is 
slightly contagious, so separate the affected birds 
from the rest of the flock, and treat as follows: Take 
equal parts of pulverized camphor, boric acid, and 
subnitrate of bismuth; mix well, and blow through a 
straw into the bird’s nostrils, mouth and throat, 
or use a strong solution of permanganate of potassium. 
Feed on a light mash, chiefly composed of ground 
Alfalfa or clover, and charcoal. 


ER. ‘A. B.—I have been a subscriber to your most 
valued paper for sometime and would like a little in- 
formation regarding geese. When and how often 
should one pick geese? (2) How many geese should one 
keep to a gander? (3) We are thinking of keeping 
twelve or fifteen geese another year, and would like 
to know if it would be profitable to keep that many 
when we would have to have more than one gander? 
(4) Can one move geese from place they want to set 
to new one? Should they be kept out of sight from 
the others? Would like answer as soon as possible. 

A.—Five geese are enough for one gander. It is 
advisable to steal the first eggs and set them under 
a hen, and let the goose bring up one hatch after-_ 
ward. Feathers are what they call ripe (ghich means 
in a condition to pluck) about once in every six weeks.

ROBABLY pigeons are the most neglected 

—or rather the most mismanaged—of 

all poultry on the general farm, yet they 

are most profitable if well cared for, and 

especially appropriate for the man who 

_ has to be away at work most of the day, 

or the woman with moa & household duties to oc. 

ee most of her time, because they won’t over- 

eat; food can be left before them all the time, 

and the parent birds take all the care of the 

young ones, so that an hour in the morning is 

about all that anyone need devote to pigeons 

» every day in the week, with a few extra hours 
on Saturday to clean up. 

There is really money in the business, if you 

are prepared to earn it. The people must under- 

stand that raising pigeons is a business requiring 

industry and management to make it a success. 

Unfortunately, a lot of nonsense has been written 

about pigeons and squab-raising. Lots of people 

have run away with the idea that all they have 
to do is to buy a few birds, throw in a little 
corn night and morning, and make a fortune. 

True, there is no heavy work to be done, and a 

good income can be made on a fair-sized flock 

of homers which are given intelligent care. A 

comfortable house is essential, and the best plan 

for a small flock is to build a regular chicken 

-house, and cover it all over with tar paper or 

anyone of the good roofing papers. The yard 

must be enclosed, of course, and should extend 
over the roof, and five or six feet above it, so 
the birds can alight on it when flying from end 
to end, and sun themselves (which they love 
to do) on a -high, dry place. Put up two or 

three long perches at the end of the yard; a 
_-stand about three feet high in the center for a 

bathtub. Let the stand be a foot larger all 

round than the bath, so that the birds can light 
on it. The size of the house must depend, of 
course, on the quantity of birds you propose 
to keep. Just remember that each pair .of old 
pigeons must have two nest boxes eleven inches 
Square, with an earthenware pan in each. Nest 
boxes can cover the walls from floor to ceiling, 
so after it is fitted, it is easy to tell just how 
many birds a house can accommodate. The 
earthenware pans are called nappies, and. are 
manufactured on purpose for pigeons. They can 
be bought at any supply store for five or ten 
cents each. There is a brown crockery dish 
about seven inches across and two deep, which 
is to be found in most five and ten cent stores.

We follow the rule 
recommended by W. EH. Rice, a very successful 
pigeon raiser. : 

Morning: Equal parts of cracked corn and 
wheat. Afternoon feed: cracked corn and Kaf- 
fir corn. During the winter the proportions: 
Two parts cracked corn to one of wheat or Kafiir 
corn. Regular feeds are always placed in a self 
feeder, so that the birds can help themselves. 
Peas, millet, hemp and rice are good only as 
treats once or twice a week. ‘They are fed in 
small quantities, and alone, because we found out 
that if mixed with other grains, the birds would 
pick out the dainties and throw out the grain 
or wheat. . PS

There has been several different ways to make rag 
Tugs printed in this corner, but I’m sending in my 


ay. 

First, prepare rags just as if you were going to 
baye them woven on a loom. Instead of sewing in 
one long string, leaye in lengths three or four yards 
long. Make a wooden needle about six inches long. 
For horses, I use the quilting frame horses. Get a 
perfectly straight piece of wood about two by one 
and one half inches thick, and four feet long, two 
just alike. Drive carpet tacks just as close together 
@s you want warp; I use seventy-five tacks to 
thirty inches wide of carpet. That allows a six-inch 
margin on each end of pole. : 
end of each pole just the length you want the rug. 
Tie warp on end tack, put so there will be two threads 
en one tack. When all are filled, loosen one pole 
very carefully, roll warp up close enough to fit in 
horses, and tie down ends of poles. If some threads 
are too loose put around tack until tight. Thread 
needle, push through warp so as to miss every other 
one, and I am sure you will be delighted with the 
results. It is really a darning stitch.

This is the home of Bartlett, the wealithest hardware 
dealer in the Bast. Vive President and Mrs. Marshall 
have spent several winters here with her mother and 
they are delighted with the valley. Mr. Marshall 
only just returned two weeks before his inaguration.

Here is a simple way which I guarantee to be 
as good as the ‘‘red tape’’ recipes one sees: Grind 
the petals—any amount-—four times through the food 
chopper, using the peanut butter knife. You can 
grind them four times in one day or once a day, just 
as you wish. Mix enough liquid tincture of iron 
with the pulp to made it the shade of black you de- 
sire. Also add water enough to make it the right 
consistency to mould smoothly. Add a little at a 
time and try it till you get it right. Before trying 
to mould add about one teaspoonful of glycerine to a 
pint of pulp. To measure, press a No. eight thimble 
two thirds full and roll between the palms of the 
hands. Run a pin through the center of each bead 
and stick it'on a board to dry. Set it in the wind. 
These will shrink one half. If you want a quite small 
bead use the thimble one half full. You can let the 
pulp stand for several days after mixing, making a 
few out each day if you desire. If it moulds from 
standing, work it over and no harm is done. If the 
beads mould while drying rub them with glycerine 
or olive oil. To make the beads slick, soak two 
hours in olive oil after they are thoroughly dry and 
hard, then rub between the palms. I hope this simple 
recipe will be of benefit to you. I’ve made hundreds 
by_ this recipe.

A.—We cannot say that the blindness will prove 
curable, but we would treat the case as follows: Once 
daily wet the eyeballs with a solution of one grain 
of nitrate of silver in half an ounce of distilled water 
and in one minute wash eyes with salty water. Each 
night, for four consecutive nights a week, give a two 
grain capsule of iodide of potash, but stop at once 
for a few days, if any ill result is seen, as this drug 
has a very powerful effect upon dogs. Give one meal a 
day, at night, and make the dog take plenty of outdoor 
exercise.

WHISTLING.—I havé a horse seven years old, all 
sound except for his wind. He eats well and looks 
well but on the road he whistles, some call it that 
but he doesn’t seem to whistle like a horse that 
whistles. I think it is in his t roat and lungs, 
He has had it since last fall. He has not been used 
much for all. winter. I wet his hay and grain. Can you 
tell me what is good for him? I am using him and he 
seems some better. Mrs. A. M.-G. 

A.—tThe condition is incurable; but the whistling 
may be relieved or possibly prevented by putting pres- 
sure on the false nostrils, over each nostril. This 
may be done by means of small pads adjusted to the 
bridle and kept on the parts by pieces of steel spring. 
The object of the treatment is to reduce the amount 
of air taken into the nostrils when the horse is at 
work on the road. 


WormMs.—We have a collie dog three years old that 
at intervals during the whole night, and sometimes 
through the day, keeps turning around in a circle 
trying to bite his hind leg. He is ail right when 
he is occupied but when he lies down he will ap- 
parently be asleep and will suddenly jump up and act 
as I have explained before. During the time he does 
this he is furious but if he is ealléd he will stop 
at once and has apparently forgotten all about it. 
He had worms about half an inch long with flat heads. 
We had him examined by a veterinarian twice. The 
first time he said the worms caused it and the second 
time he said the dog had parasites in his hind legs. 
He is a ravenous eater but is never fat and his hair is 
coarse and not at all glossy. E. Pils 12 

A.—Intestinal parasites are the probable cause of 
the symptoms described. Starve the dog for twenty- 
four hours; then give him two drams of freshly 
powdered kamala in a little cream or soup. Repeat 
in ten days if found necessary. Keep him tied up until 
the medicine has operated to make sure that the 
Worms have been repelled.

It is said to 
be more common in spring and autumn and during east 
winds, excessive moisture and low temperature. Women 
= are more subject to it than men, especially during 
menstrual periods. It is infectious and sometimes 
becomes epidemic, and frequently fatal. When it 
does not start from a wound of some kind, however 
slight, it begins at the junction of the skin and the 
mucous membrane, as the corner of the eye or the 
corner of the mouth or in the nose. This follows con- 
stitutional symptoms, loss of appetite, general nausea, 
headache, pains in the limbs and chilliness. Aconite 
is used to cut short the attack, but it is a powerful 

ison and must be administered only on prescription 

y a physician, and a physician’s attendance is neces- 
sary as fatal results are liable to follow lack of prop- 
er treatment of this disease. (2) Nervous cramps may 
be relieved by hot applications and by massage.

Mrs. R. D., North Carolina.—We are of the opin- 
jon that no law fully protects a merchant or person 
who sells goods to the extent of collecting their bills 
for them, the law simply provides a way to do busi- 
ness and a method of collecting debts, but if you sell 
goods on credit to persons who have no money, the 
law. or the government which is behind the law does 
not put money in the pockets of such persons in order 
that your bills may be paid; we think that the law 
fully protects you in the collection of a just debt 
against a debtor who is of financial responsibility, even 
though your debtor resides in another state, but that 
if the amount is small it might cost more to enforce 
the law as to such collection than the amount involved 
would justify. 


T. M., Missouri.—Under the laws of your state, we 
are of the opinion, that upon the death of a married 
man, leaving no will, and leaving a widow and chil- 
dren, the widow would receive dower of one third

L. §S., Tennessee.—Under the laws of your state, 
We are of the opinion, that a landlord is bound by his 
agreement of letting, and if his lease provides for 
him to do certain things which he afterwards re-, 
fuses to do, we think he is liable for damages for 
his failure to comply with the terms of his lease, 
unless the tenant waives same. 


Mrs. F. W., lowa.—Under the laws of your state, 
we are of the opinion (1) that a telegraph company 
cannot be held liable for failure to deliver messages 
if the person to whom such messages are sent, is not 
at the address given by the sender; (2) that it would 
be impossible for us to pass upon the rights of the 
parties to an ante-nuptial agreement without seeing 
the agreement; (3) that a telephone company has no 
legal right to run wires across the private property 
of an individual without the consent of such indi- 
vidual, unless such company has acquired such right 
by condemnation proceedings and the individual has 
received compensation therefor; (4) that collateral in- 
heritance tax is a tax imposed in your state upon 
money coming from the estate of a deceased person 
by way of a bequest or devise, except in the cases 
which are specially exempted under your laws;

powder injures the skin, and readers report to 
me that they find their skin grows scaly and 
rough after using powder. Let me. give you a 
word of advice—never apply powder without 
first rubbing cold cream into the skin. Dip the 
tips of the fingers in your jar of face-cream and 
go over the face thoroughly with them. This 
only takes a moment and leaves the skin soft and 
in ‘the proper condition to receive the powder 
without absorbing it. Of course any_ surplus 
cream should be carefully and completely wiped 
off with a bit of absorbent cotton. Then, with 
your powder-puff, or pad of cotton, fluff on 
your powder, being careful to include the ears 
and throat in your ministrations and, afterward 
to remove with an eyebrow brush any dust or 
powder from brows and lashes. A bit of cot- 
ton sprinkled ~with violet  toilet-water should 
next be passed over the lips and the nostrils. 
You are now ready for the world’s critical eye, 
and your skin will not only come out unharmed 
from its application of powder, but really im- 
proved, because of the gentle massage it has re- 
oer and the soothing and softening cream ap- 
plied. ‘ : 

I don’t like to leave the subject of complexion 
without emphasizing what I am continually en- 
deavoring to impress upon all my “pretty gir s’— 
that the complexion is an index, always, of the 
bodily health, and that no outward application 
can do more than disguise or ameliorate defects. 
Their cure rests with that prosaic organ, the 
stomach. What you eat, how you eat, how you 
digest, determines, to a degree, whether your 
skin shall be yellow or white, pimply or smooth, 
muddy or clear. You must abjure unhealthful 
foods or ones that tax the digestive system 
too heavily, and you must see that the elimina- 
tive functions of the body are in perfect working 
order daily. I wish you would promise me two 
things—first, to provide the body with the 
amount of liquid it tleeds, which has been demon- 
strated to be eight to ten glasses of water 
daily—never less; second, to put to soak each 
night half a dozen prunes in a tumbler of warm 
water, and on rising in the morning drink a 
couple of glasses of warm water and _ fifteen 
minutes later drink the prune juice and eat 
the prunes, masticating them thoroughly before 
swallowing. Don’t eat heavy breakfasts, but 
content yourself with toast, coffee and plenty of 
well-cooked cereal and cream. Fresh fruit added 
to this is perfectly permissible, or a soft boiled 


fast, or hot breads. 

Another thing you should be careful about. is 
proper bathing, so that the pores may not be- 
come clogged and so retain impurities in the 
blood. You know, the office of the pores is to 
throw off impurities, and unless we help them 
do their work the body suffers. A good hot bath 
each night, taken just before goéng to bed, is 
what the body needs, but in the morning avoid 
hot water. instead, bathe the face with tepid 
water (it was thoroughly washed the night be- 
fore with hot water and soap, of course), and 
then spray with cold water to close the pores. 
Jf you hayen’t a spray, your two pink palms 
will prove just as effective for dashing the cold 
water over face and throat.

If. this lotion 
is applied to the hair too frequently, it will dry your 
tresses unduly and this means that some time in the 
dim and distant future the structure of the hair will 
begin to deteriorate.
